The eastern shows will be dis¬ 
cussed in this and later Bulleti7zs, but the one 
close at hand—the current 2nd Annual Ex¬ 
hibition of Painting at the Legion of Honor— 
can be discussed while the works may be seen 
on the walls.

The complete list of artists who are or have 
been connected with the Association demon¬ 
strates a great scope in point of view. Former 
instructors at the School range from Henry 
Varnum Poor, who taught in 1917, to Mark 
Rothko, who was guest instructor only last 
summer. Others are Maurice Sterne, Jane Ber- 
landina, Arnold Blanch, Charles Howard, 
Ralph Stackpole and Francesco di Cocco. Cur¬ 
rent instructors who are represented include 
Dorr Bothwell, winner of Third Honorable 
Mention, Elmer BischoR, Franz Bergmann, 
Edward Corbett (whose painting is repro¬ 
duced in the Art News Annual ), Robert B. 
Howard, Clytford Still and Clay Spohn. 

A painting by John Carroll, student in 1914, 
hangs in this show with one by John Grillo, 
who left the School last term. Artists who 
studied at the School between these dates in¬ 
clude Don Armstrong, John Atherton, Ed¬ 
ward Hagedorn, George Harris, William 
Hesthal, Robert Kovacic, Doris Lee, Robert 
Motherwell, Dorothea Tanning and Frede

Many of these artists are members of the Asso¬ 
ciation. Among other artist members repre¬ 
sented are Karl Baumann, Copeland C. Burg, 
Leonard Edmondson, Irma Engel, Claire 
Falkenstein, Amy D. Flemming, John Haley, 
John L. Howard, Adaline Kent, Irene Lagorio, 
Lucretia Nelson, Alexander Nepote and Ham¬ 
ilton Wolf. 

The forty-five names cited here represent 
approximately one fifth the full exhibition 
roster. Many of the artists have made widely 
acknowledged contributions to art of this cen¬ 
tury and many more show evidence of con¬ 
tinuing the distinguished tradition in terms of 
their own generations. The Association is 
honored to claim its connection with them, 
and gratified to consider that its operations, 
necessarily regional, may contribute to activi¬ 
ties that extend over many years through the 
country.

Zahara Schatz, who has become a coast-to-coast com¬ 
muter between her home in Berkeley and her studio 
in New York is back in New York again. Following 
up the recent country-wide publicity she received 
when House Beautiful devoted the cover of its 
October issue to a photograph design of her plastic 
sculptures, and Mademoiselle (same month) in¬ 
cluded her in its coverage of the work of interesting 
young artists, Miss Schatz is concentrating on plas¬ 
tics—jewelry, plates and abstract sculpture—and 
working in some oil painting (non-objective style) 
on the side. Her work is currently displayed at the 
Pat Wall Gallery in Monterey, the Little Gallery in 
Sausalito, in the Christmas Sale at the San Francisco 
Museum of Art and at the Museum of Non-Objec¬ 
tive Painting in New York.

MEMBERS IN CHICAGO ANNUAL 


The Art Institute of Chicago’s 58th Annual 
American Exhibition is a departure from the 
long series which preceded it. This exhibition 
held from November 6 through January 11, 
1948, singles out two leading tendencies in 
our painting and sculpture—Abstraction and 
Surrealism rather than attempting a "cross- 
section” of what is going on in American art. 
It is the first comprehensive Abstract and Sur¬ 
realist showing by American artists assembled 
by any museum. The museum sent staff mem¬ 
bers on an extensive tour throughout the coun¬ 
try in order to select and invite the famous as 
well as unknown artists. The works have never 
been shown previously in any major museum 
annuals and about one-third of the exhibit is 
made up of works by artists who have never 


exhibited in any public museum or gallery. 
This wide coverage made possible a thorough 
appraisal of the abstract and surrealist idiom 
as it has been filtered through the entire coun¬ 
try to become a truly American mode of ex¬ 
pression. The following Association members 
are represented: John R. Baxter, Elmer Bis- 
choff, Claire Falkenstein, Leah Rinne Hamil¬ 
ton, George Harris, Adaline Kent, Robert 
McChesney, James McCray, and the Cali¬ 
fornia School of Fine Arts instructor Clyfford 
Still. Robert Howard received Honorable 
Mention award for Semaphore (pearwood). 

The Art Institute in future years expects to 
exhibit other dominant themes in American 
art; such as Traditionalism and Realism, Ex¬ 
pressionism and Romanticism.

67TH ANNUAL ANNOUNCED 

The Sixty Seventh Annual Exhibition of the 
San Francisco Art Association is announced 
for next year from February 25 to March 28. 
The exhibition will consist of original works 
by artists living in the United States which 
have not been exhibited previously in any San 
Francisco Art Association Exhibition. The 
show will include work in the following 
media: oil tempera on canvas or panel, col¬ 
lage, sculpture, construction, mosaic or other 
media suitable for exhibition in this annual. 

All entries must pass before the Jury of Selec¬ 
tion. Members of the Juries of Selection and 
Awards are invited to enter one work jury 
free; this work to be clearly designated "jury 
free” on entry blank and label. 

Artists may submit two entries, one or both of 
which may be accepted; however no work is 
to exceed two hundred pounds, nor is any 
painting to exceed four by five feet, including 
the frame. 

The entry blanks are to be in no later than 


January 4, 1948, and the work is to be deliv¬ 
ered or sent to the San Francisco Museum of 
Art on January 5 and 6, 1948, 1:00 to 5:00 
and 7:00 to 9:00 p.m. East Bay artists may 
deliver their work to Swasey’s in Berkeley or 
to the Oakland Art Gallery on January 6 be¬ 
tween 1:00 and 5:00 p.m. 


GEORGE POST HONORED 

George Post has received several prizes and honors 
recently. The Oakland Art Gallery’s 15th Water 
Color Annual awarded the First Prize of $100 to 
China Camp. This entitles Mr. Post to a one-man 
show there in April as well as to show five as Guest 
of Honor in the 1948 annual next Fall. Quebec jro?n 
the Ramparts won the Biltmore Prize of $100 in the 
27th California Water Color Society’s Annual held 
at the Pasadena Art Institute. The San Diego Fine 
Arts Gallery purchased Catskill House for their per¬ 
manent collection. This painting is from Mr. Post’s 
show which was at the Legion of Honor during Feb¬ 
ruary and then was at the Santa Barbara Museum of 
Art, the Pasadena Art Institute, the White Museum 
in San Antonio and now is at the Louisiana*Institute 
at La Fayette.
